The American Bicentennial 
Presidential Inaugural Committee 
officials were asked to choose two 
small libraries in each state and the 
District of Columbia to receive a 
contribution from President and 
Mrs. Bush. The Wasatch County 
Library and Delta City Library were 
chosen from Utah to receive this 
gift. Each received a check for 
$5,000 to be used in any way the 
libraries chose with no strings at- 
tached.
